Mr. and Mrs. Enoch arose as usual Sat- 
orday morning and ate breakfast. Mrs. 
Enoch went downstairs to sweep the front 
steps. She heard a shot and the sound of 
something falling, upstairs. 

Before she could reach the top of the 
stairs there was another shot and another 
fall. 

Mrs. Enoch found her husband stretched 
upon the floor of the kitchen. He had stood 
before a mirror to shoot himself.

Mrs Enoch called neighbors, who 
moned the ambulance. 

Enoch remarked that he was sorry ie 
had shot himself, as he was being placed 
in the ambulance.

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AUTOS AND GOOD ROADS. 


The recent automobile race, which was really an endurance 
test of the horseless carriage on American roads, was of great- 
er value than any similar race run in Europe. 

When 48 of the 56 automobiles that started arrived at S.yvra- 
cuse, N. Y., Thursday last, the chaffeurs were all completcly 
enveloped in mud from head to foot. Rain had poured in torrents 
all day, and the roads had become for the most part mere mud 
wallows. 

The practical result of the test was to show that only heavy, 
strongly-built machines can hold their own on American roads, 
None but automobiles weighing 2000 pounds and over stood the 
rough usage and reached the goal. 

But besides mud and rocks, the automobile on a country road 
in the United States has a tremendous fight with the dust in 
dry weather. The extract from the Automobilist Magazine, pub- 
lished elsewhere, shows what an obstacle the dust clouds Aare, 
and how danger to life and limb results from this source. 

The various wheelmen's associations have done much for the 
road improvement in the interests of bicycling. It is to be hoped 
that the chaffeurs will do even more. But if we are to have 
good roads all over the country, there must be a united move- 
ment on the part of all concerned. The work is too vast to be 


accomplished in any other way. 
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In spite of the drouth, the St. Louis County Fair exhibits corn

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CORN BREAD IN EUROPE. 


The people of Europe are learning to eat corn bread. 
In 1891 the United States exported 30,768,213 bushels of corn of 
which 23,533,277 bushels was taken by European countries. In 


» 


19% we exported 209,348,273 Bushels, of which Europe took 192,519,- 
785 bushels. 

This great increase is due largely to the “corn propaganda,” 
inaugurated in 1888 by Col. Charlies J. Murphy, special commis- 
sioner of the department of agriculture. 

Belgium takes most. kindly to the American cereal. The 6,- 
$15,004 inhabitants of that country consumed, in 1900, 11,561,456 
bushels, or about two bushels per head. The 360,000,000 inhabitants 
of Europe, except Belgium, consumed in that year 180,958,029 
bushels, or only about one-half bushel per head. 

Beigium admits corn free of duty, while the other nations im- 
pose a duty of 15 cents a bushel or more. 

The Beigians have not yet learned, however, to eat corn bread 
eut and out. The bread consumed by the working classes con- 
taine from 15 to 25 per cent of cornmeal.

These Mr. Winslow believes would 
use cornmeal if they were made aware of its value as human 
food.

The very fact that no partisan contest is involved in the elec- 
tion makes it imperative that steps be taken to enlighten the 
voters on the subject of the amendments, convince them of their 
necessity and advantages and bring out the vote in the various 
wards. What is everybody’s business is nobody's business. If 
therefore the campaign of education is not placed in the hands 
of competent men who would organize it and properly see that 
the work is done, the charter amendments may be lost by default, 
It will not do to take chances. Too much depends upon them. 

For this reason the Post-Dispatch has suggested a combined 
campaign committee made up of representatives of all parties 
and organizations. Plans can be formed by the committee, and 
the representatives of each organization can do the special work 
among the voters of that party or organization necessary to as- 
sure the success of the amendments.

Passing a Competitor in an Automobile 
Race. 

This is an exciting and somewhat danger- 
ous process, according to a description by 
Fournier, winner of the recent Paris, Berlin 
race. On account of the dense cloud of dust 
following an automobile at speed, the driver 
of one coming up from behind cannot see 
the automobile ahead. As quoted in the 
Automobile Magazine (September), Four- 
nier says: 

‘I drive right into the cloud, and do not 
lose my direction on account of knowing 
certain movements in the vortex of dust. 
hese dust cyclones look differently in the 
wake of a vehicle from what they do at 
the side of it, and I go by that. When with- 
in ten or fifteem yards of the vehicle I wish 
to pass, the dust is so thick that it is al- 
most dark, but closer yet I begin to see the 
dim outline of the vehicle in front.
